The air base was 
on fire, endangering extensive air- 
rane concentrations, and the whole 
Mukden fire brigade was summoned. 

The wireless station on the out- 
skirts of Mukden was reported to be 
surrounded by 300 Chinese guerillas 
and Japanese gendarmes were battling 
them hand to hand, 

Mukden, former capital of Man- 
churia and the largest city in the three 
provinces, was the point from which 
Japan last September started her con- 
quest of that rich territory and the 
establishment of the puppet state of 
Manchukuo with its attendant reper- 
cussions in world capitals.

Athens Lions Club Aids Farmers 
Increase Their Pork Production 


BY TURNER M. HIERS. 
ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 28.—As one of 
their many civic projects, the Lions 


Club of this city is sponsoring a move-j 


ment to encourage and stimulate the 
hog industry in the Athens trade ter- 
ritory. 

Realizing that rural dwellers of 
Clarke and the surrounding counties 
were not raising enough pork to sus- 
tain themselves, the club decided to 
start a movement that untimately 
would insure the production of enough 
meat to satisfy demands in the entire 
trade territory. 

Each farmer is given a sow that 
has been bred, and agrees to re- 
turn to the club two females of the 
first litter and one of the second, 
after which the sow is his for keeps. 

The project was begun last October 
with six bred Poland China and Es- 
sex gilts and since that time 56 pigs 
have been farrowed, 16 of which are 
the property of the club and have 
been placed with other farmers in 
continuance of the movement. 


When 10-week-old pigs instead of 
sows are pla the farmer raises 


the farmer. 

In addition to farmers, the pigs are 
given to their sons who are members 
of the 4-H pig clubs in their com- 
munities. The work, among both the 
farmers and sons, is carried out 
through County Agent L. 8. Watson,

The industrial committee of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association, 
headed by Mrs. C. H. Aikens, has 
requested the ministers of the city 
to speak on “A Labor Day Message 
on Sunday, September 4. The Y. W. 
C. A., in co-operation with the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. calls the 
attention of Christian thinkers to their 
responsibility for the promotion of a 
spirit leading to a more equal dis- 
tribution of wealth, the elimiuation 
of selfishness and personal ambitions 
which dominate the business world. 

The Y. W. C. A. is keenly inter- 
ested in the welfare of the industrial 
girls in Atlanta, especially during the 
present economic crisis, when these 
girls, more than any others, are fac- 
ing distress and untold discourage- 
ment. Through the 150 or more girls 
who belong to the Y. Rainbow Club, 
the industrial secretary, Miss Carrie 
Tou Allgood, comes in contact with 
15 or 20 industries and through club 
activities, such as suppers, entertain- 
ments, swimming and camping —— 
provides wholesome and _ enjoyable 
recreation. Furthermore. through 
classes and forums on economic prob- 
lems, the club girls come to under- 
stand some of the causes underlying 
their present dilemma and can adjust 
themselves more readily to unfortu 
nate conditions. The majority of the 
girls are eager to wield every influ- 
ence in their power to prevent a re- 
currence of future depressions. 

Through the guidance of Mrs. 
Aikens, chairman of the industrial 
committee, a group of representative 
women also meet to study and dis- 
cuss economic problems, and especial- 
ly how the applications of Christian 
principles in industry will remedy 
present evils. The committee keeps 
in touch with the thinking of many 
manufacturers and seeks to create sym- 
pathetic understanding between em- 
ployer and employe.

JAPANESE MOVE 
IQ PLACATE U. 5 


TOKYO, Aug. 28.—(4)—Because of 
anxiety in high quarters over what 
is regarded as growing tension in Jap- 
anese-American relations, Vice Ad- 
miral Kichisaburo Nomura has been 
directed to sail from Yokahama next 
month on a good will mission to the 
United States. 

He is probably Japan’s best-known 
naval officer, with a wide acquaint- 
ance in America, having served as 
naval attache at the embassy in Wash- 
ington from 1915 to 1918, and ag aide 
to the Japenese delegation to _ the 
Washington disarmament conference 
in 1921 and 1922. 

He commanded the third fleet in 
Chinese waters during the recent 
Shanghai conflict, and lost an eye as 
a result of injuries in the bombing 
of Hongkew last April. 

His present mission is a result of 
what high naval! officials designate as 
“loose talk” on both sides of the Pa- 
cifie concerning the possibility of con- 
flict between .Japan and the United 
States. 

It is worthy of note that while 
army officials at present directing the 
policy in- Manchuria consider soviet 
Russia in their calculations, the navy 
looks across the Pacific toward Amer- 


ica. 

Although navy officials make no 
comment. lay experts and the news- 
papers have expressed concern over 
the announcement that the United 
States fleet is to remain in the Pa- 
cific through the winter. 

Admiral Nomura is expected to tell 
his American colleagues that the Jap- 
anese navy is anxious at least io 
maintain peace and to promote an 
understanding by America of Japan's 
position in the orient. 

As for the army, rumors are cur- 
rent that arsenals and airplane fac- 
tories are working overtime, produc 
ing ammunition and planes, but trust- 
worthy information regarding the re- 
ports is unobtainable. Army officials 
are uncommunicative, beyond assert- 
ing that the arsenals are replacing 
munitions and material expended in 
the Shanghai and Manchurian cam- 
paigns. 

ompetent authorities ridicule re- 
ports that the activity of the arsenals 
may” be coupled with the report of 
the League of Nations comission in- 
vestigating conditions in the orient. 
For one thing, they contend, the ar- 
senals were busy months before the 
League commission arrived. 

If arms production really has been 
increased greatly, they assert, it is 

robably because of the prospect of 
urther campaigns on the Asiatic con- 
tinent, most probably in Jehol.

convincing performance as the in- 
sanely jealous commander, Charlies 
Sturm.

“We refuse to be hoodwinked into 
believing our salvation lies in battles 
of ballots. We are not only bankrupt, 
but we are being evicted from our 
homes. We have precedents on every 
hand for the launching of a farmers’ 
strike. 

“Scores of banks in this state have 
declared strikes and refused to per- 
form during such strike periods the 
services for which they were char- 
tered. The railroads and other trans- 
nag one mediums have fixed charges 
or hauling animal as well as human 
freight. They ‘strike’—that is, they 
refuse to perform this service unless 
paid a fixed price. Newspapers refuse 
to publish advertising unless paid a 
stipulated rate. We insist upon the 
same right to conserve our resourees 
and demand the same fair prices as 
do other industries.” 

Every man I talked with was either 
a farmer-owner or a tenant farmer. 


The latter admitted they were better | 


off than the former. but were in the 
game to help the genera! cause. e 
owners said theirs was a last-ditch 
fight to try te get enough from their 
product to pay interest and taxes and 
thus prevent their land going under 
the hammer because of inability to 
meet their obligations. 

In response to the charge launched 
in some quarters that there were com- 
munists at work among them, one 
farmer expressed a bit more force- 
fully than others a common reply on 
the point: 

“No, there aren’t any of those, If 
throw out.
